For consolidating and amending the Laws 
relating to the Presentment of Public Money 
by Grand Juries in Ireland.

the Laws heretofore made and in force in Ireland 
' for the pmpo.=>e of regulating- the fiscal pow-ers of Grand Juries 
liave become obscure and complicated fi-oni tlieir rmiltiplicity, and 
their provisions have been found in many respects insufficient, and it 
j is Gxjiedient, with a view to secure the bettor execution of Public 
W^orka, and facilitate the transaction of local business, that the said 
Laws should be consolidated and amended, and that a uniform system 
of raising Money by Presentment of Grand Juries .should be esta- 
bli.shcd in all Counties in Ireland, wiiether Counties at large, Counties 
10 of Cities, or Counties of Towns; I3c IC tfia'Cfoi'f Cnacttb, liy The 
KING'S most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Con- 
sent of the Lords Spiritual and Tenijjora], and Commons, ill this pre- 
sent Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT 
from and after the commmeemeni of this Act, it shall not be lawful 
j ^ for any Grand Jury of any County, County of a City, or County of a 
Towai, at any Assizes or Presenting Term, to make any ih-esentmont 
(sav'e and except in the cases hereinafter gpecially reserved and ox- 
■ cepted) for the execution of any Public Work whatsoever, or for rais- 
ing any Money, unless under the Authority and by virtue of the Pro- 
visions of this Act. 
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Atul Ijo it Enucttnl, Tluit in tlio coiiytruetion of thiti Act tlio wovt] 
liord Lioiitenimt of IVolaitd” nlmW extend to ami include any Lords 
JusticeB or other Chitd‘ Governor oi' (■Governors of Ireland for the tjnio 
heiii^r; and every liaU' barony shall be considered and dt;emod a ha- 
miiy ; ami wherever the word “County" shall occur, tlie same shall 
be deemed and taken to hiclnde and import any comity at largo, or 
county of a city, or comity of a town and city, or city or town and 
county; and wiiercver the word “Assizes" shall occur in this Act, it 
sliall be deemed and taken to inchido and imiiort “ Presenting- Term 
and whenever in (liis Act any authority is given to, or any duty is lo 
directed to be performed by, any Judge oi Assize, sncli authority sball 
be understood as given to, and such duty as directed to be performed 
by, the Justices of the King’s Benck in Dublin in any Presenting 
Term ; and every ivord importing the singular number shall extend 
and be ap])Jied to several persons, animals or things as Avell as to one 15 
person, animal or thing ; and every word importing the masculine 
gemlnr shall extend and be applied to a female as well as to a male, 
unless the contrary thereof sliall be exi>ressed, or that any such coii- 
stmetion as aforesaid shall be inconsistent with or repugnant to the 
context. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the cmimencement of this 
Act it shall and may be lawful to and for every Justice of the Peace 
in ami fur any county in Ircdaiid, who shall be seised of a freehold 
estate in fee-simple or in fee-tail oi- for life of tlie nnnnal value of 
Three himdred Pounds at the least, situate in sncli county, or who shall 25 
be lieir apparent to any person so seised, or wlio shall bo seised or 
possessed of a leasehold estate or estates for life, or for a terra of 
years, whereof not less than Fourteen Years shall be unexpived, which 
separately or together sliall amoniit to the clear yearly value of Five 
ktmdrcd Pounds at the least, situate in bucIi comity, or who shall be a 3^ 
Alagistrato of any city and liberties, eonnty of a city, county of a town 
or city and county, nr who shall be an Agent for any estate or estates 
in any county, of the annual value of SLv thousand Pounds, whether 
such Agent eliall or shall not be seised or possessed in his own right of 
any, estate, provided that such Agent be a Magistrate of such comity, 35 
and really and bona fide residing therein, to attend,, and all such Jus- 
tices are liereby recprired to assemble from time to time, and with the 
Cess Payers associated with them, as hereinafter appointed, to hold a 
Special or Presentment Sessions for the purposes of this'Act, in such 
place and places, and at such time and times, within any <ind every 4^^ 
such county or place for which they shall be such Justices, as the 
Grand Jury of the same shall have appointed pursuant to the provi- 
si OHS' hereinafter following.

And be it Enacted, Tliat every Justice qualified as aforesaid slial], Dockratioiis 
30 previously to acting at any Presentment Sessions, inahe and subscribe 
in open Court the Declaration marked (A.) in the Schedule (Z.) to 
this Act annexed; and that every Cess Payer associated with such 
Justice or .fustices in manner aforesaid shall, previously to acting’ at 
any sucli Sessions, make and subscribe in open Court tlie Declaration 
,35 marked (B.) in the Sehednlo (Z.) to this Act annexed; which said 
Declarations any one of such. Justices, or the Secretary of the Grand 
Jury, is herel)y authorized and required to administer; and the Chaii- 
man iit each such Sessions shall and is hereby required to make out 
and deliver to the Secrebuy of the Grand Jury of the same county a 
40 List of the names of all the Justices and Cess Payers "who shall have 
made and subscribed such Declarations respectively at the Sessions 
where'he had presided; and every such Secretary shall from time to 
time, \ritliuut unreasonable delay, deliver the said List, and all the 
Declarations so made and subscribed, to the acting Clerk of the 
PeacBj to be by him preserved among the Records of tlie s.ame 
county.

vided always. That when any application shall he made by any County 20 
Surveyor for any public woi-k in the manner hereinafter nientioned, 
it shall not be necessary for such County Surveyor to post any notice 
of such application. 

And be it Enacted, That all applications for works, the expense 
whereof it may he hy such applications proposed to levy off the county 25 
at large, or off the barony in which the County Court House may bo 
situate, sliall be made at the Presentment Sessions to be holden 
thereat; and all ajiplications for -works, the expense whereof it may 
he proposed as aforesaid to levy off any other barony, shall be made 
at such Presentment Sessions as shall he holden in and for such .10 
barony : Provided always, Tliat all applications for the works here- 
inafter mentioned shall, any thing hereinhefoi-e contained to the con-

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And bo it Enacted, Tiiat tlic applications for any works wliicli it is 
})roposcd to charge upon Two or more baronies of any comity, but not 
upon the county at large, shall and may be made at the Presentment 
Sessions lioldcn for the barony off which it is proposed that the larger 
5 portion of the expense of such work is to be misod, witbout iiiakiiig 
the same at the Presentmoiit Sessions for each of such baronies. . 

And be it Enacted, That every application to be made at Present- 
ment Sessions shall be lodged ivith some tligb Constable of tlio county 
in -which such application is to be made Fifteen Days, or with the 
10 Secretary of the Grand Jury Tm Days, at least before the day 
appointed for holding of the first Presentment Sessions in such

ing open of any drain adjoining any puliiic road or any otiior public 
work, which to the said County Surveyor shall appear necessary, he 
shall make application for the same in the maimer hereinafter ap- 
qiohited, at the. next Presentment Sessions to be lioldeu for the 
40 county or barony, by which the expense of such work ought to be 
defrayed, and it shall not be necessary for the said Suiweyor to lodge 
• any application made by him with the Secretary of the Grand Jury,

for keejnng open the drains on the side of any public road, or for gra- 
20 veiling or repairing any footpath on the sides of any such road, or for 
repairing the battlements of any bridges u]ion any such road, the 
Justices and Cess Payers associated in the business of such Sessions 
shall consider whether it may not be proper to contract for keeping 
such road or footpath in repair, and if they shall be of that opinion,
